William MoKinley

Taxes on 
Corporations 


"In the direction of increasing taxa- 


tion upon certain corporations which 
previously paid too little, and imposing 
taxes upon others previously not taxed, 
five laws were passed which are especi- 
ally entitled to notice. 
They are: An 


act to tax express companies, an act to 
tax Bleeping car companies, an act to 
tax freight line companies, an act to 
tax equipment companies, and an act to 
increase taxation of life insurance com- 
panies. The first four of these acts 
originated in the senate, and are known 
as the Whitehead bills. 
They were 


drawn, introduced, an'd presEed to pas- 
sage by Senator Whitehead. 
The last 


originated in the assembly, but in the 
senate was championed vigorously and 
successfully by Senator Whitehead. 
It 


is a well known fact that to the efforts 
of this senator more than to the efforts 
of any othei one man is due th« credit 
of passing these laws. The effect of 
their passage upon the revenues of the 
state, so far as I am informed, han never 
before been given to the public.

"A careful examination of the records 


in the offices of the secretary of state and 
insurance commissioner shows that the 
increased revenues of the state, by. .-vir- 
tue of these five laws, since thej.jeame in 
force—four of them April 6and o'ne'May 
4,1899 -has 
in the aggregate' been 
$418.309.23 
oo e 


"This computation of increased rev- 


enue assumes that the companies taxed 
would, under the old law, taxing such as 
were taxed at all, have paid the same 
amount to the state as they paid in 
1898. 
The increase of revenues from 


life insurance companies,included in the 
above,covei-s a period from May 4, 1899, 
to March J, 1901, which is considerably 
more than a year. Deducting the amount 
paid by these companies, included above 
for the period in excess of one year, and 
the annual increase of revenue brought 
to the state by these laws in the future, 
if their taxable income remains the same 
as last year, will be, in the aggregate, 
$249,560.

• Washington, May 8.—In the senate 


Mr. Teller (Col.) delivered a speech 
in which he strongly urged the senate 
-to extend its sympathy to the 
Boers 


in their contest with Great Britain. 
The adoption of his resolution of sym- 
pathy, he maintained, could 
not be 


•considered as an unfriendly act by the 
British government. 
He was satisfied 


that It would be proper and right to 
pass such a resolution, and he quoted 
a 
number of precedents for such 


action -by the senate. 
He found a 


precedent for it in the resolution of- 
fered in the house of representatives 
"3>y Mr. Clay of Kentucky in 1831 in the 
-Interest of the South American re- 
jrablics and in many subsequent reso- 
lutions of a similar character. If this 
Tesolution was objectionable 
to the 


senate he thought 
any 
resolution 


-woulci be objectionable. 
Some of the 


precedents and some of the utterances 
-of statesmen, particularly of Mr. Web- 
•ster, as to the treatment of Hungari- 
ans by the Austrian government, Mr. 
"Teller commended to those senators 
"who thought that "we ought to speak 
of the Boers with bated breath," ami 
that-we ought not extend our sympa- 
thy to those who were struggling for 
liberty. He said it was argued that 
the Boers were not struggling for lib- 
erty, but were simply in rebellion 
against the British 
empire, 
which 


•claimed dominion over them. He re- 
garded this as a begging of the ques- 
tion unworthy of serious considera- 
tion. He maintained that Great Brit- 
ain had no justification for the claims 
'-It made upon the Boers and the South 
.African republics. 


Mr. Teller paid a high tribute to the 


-Boers as a people, denominating them 
.-as a "kindly, brave, wise anu Chris- 
tian people." 
They deserved, he said, 


the consideration of the world, partic- 
ularly of the United States, as one of 
rthe most religious people of the world. 


"We ought," said Mr. Teller, "to de- 


•clare our sympathy for the Boers. I 
"have said nothing against the govern- 


. onent of Great Britain and I do not in- 


tend .to, except to say I think the best 
.sentiment of Great Britain and the 
TJnited States is against this war. I 
"Relieve that if the great and noble 
-woman who presides over England 
lad had her way there would have 
Aeen no -war." 


The Boer resolution was carried over 


-for future consideration.

"speech a bill was passed to provide for 
a survey of the Illinois river.

Consideration was begun of the na- 


•val appropriation bill. The measure 
•carried 160,887,616 as it passed the

An amendment was agreed to allow- 


ing naval officers mileaga at the rate 
of 8 cents a mile when traveling with- 
in the United States, and actual ex- 
pences 'only when traveling "outside 
the limits of the United States 
in 


!North America."

The special committee appointed by 


congress to hold hearings on the pro- 
posed St. Louis exposition to celebrate 
the Louisiana, purchase will have a 
final meeting this week. From a trust- 
worthy source it is learned that the 
committee will make a favorable rec- 
ommendation lor an appropriation of 
at least from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 as 
the government's share. The St. Louis 
contingent wants $5,000,000 and prom- 
ises that it will eclipse the exposition 
held, in Chicago. There is to all ap- 
pearances genuine enthusiasm for the 
project and its promoters claim that 
St. Louis and the states included in 
the celebration will extend ample aid 
to make the 
exposition of 1903 one

One of the most important pieces of 


legislation to be considered before con- 
gress adjourns 'will be the Pacific cable 
bill. Republican leaders have agreed 
to call up this subject at an early date. 
There will 
be two clays to debate 


whether the cable shall be built by 
the government or by private owner- 
ship. Three bills are before the house 
advocating as many different 
plans. 


The first is the bill passed by the sen- 
ate providing for the construction of 
the cable to Honolulu by the navy de- 
partment, with a view to its ultimate 
extension to Guam, the Philippines 
and Japan. The second is the substi- 
tute favored by a majority of the house 
committee providing for the construc- 
tion of the entire 
line by a private 


company. The third is the bill drawn 
by Representative Corliss, which pro- 
vides for the immediate undertaking o£ 
the entire project by the government. 


"It is not proposed to supply the of- 


ficers and men in the Philippines with 
nothing but canned roast and corned 
beef.

everywhere retiring before the British, 
except on the Natal frontier and at 
Mafeking, to the inner circle of their 
defenses. They appear determined not 
to fight until the Kroonstad hills are 
reached. Lord Roberts is expected to 
do another forty or fifty miles and 
then to wait for a time in order to 
bring up supplies and to repair the 
railway. There are one or two hints 
in the dispatches from the front that 
he may rest for a few days at Smai- 
deel. Gen. French's 10,000 cavalry has 
not been mentioned in the official or 
inofficial dispatches for four days. It 
is by no means likely that he is idle, 
and the conjecture is that he is either 
detouring toward Kroonstad or raid- 
ing the Ladybrand district. ' Fifteen 
thousand British are now operating 
on the western frontier of the Free 
State. 
As the deadlock at Warrenton 


has bsen broken and the Boers are re- 
treating, there is nothing formidable 
except distance, between Warrenton 
and Mafeking. 
The most hopeful 


advices from Mafeking pf 
April 22 


were that the garrison would be barely 
able to hold out for a month. At that 
time the fever was spreading. 
Ac- 


cording to advices from Maseru, Basu- 
toland, several thousand Free Staters 
are north of Ladybrand, where they 
have collected great herds. The dis- 
trict is rich in food for men and horses 
and the Boers seem resolved not to 
move northward, but to be preparing 
to resist where they are. 
If they are 


let alone they will measure the line of 
communications after the main British 
army has passed into the Transvaal. 
Lord Roberts and Lord Kitchener per- 
sonally directed the artillery in the Vet 
river engagement. 
Queen Victoria 


will send a signed photograph to Col.

LOCUSTS DESTROY ALL CROPS. 


Great Cloud of Insectd Full, lu Mich- 


igan and 
Kata Vegitatlon. 


Kalatnazoo, Mich., May S.—A report 


comes from Troy, Berrien county, in 
the 
extreme southwestern part of 


Michigan, that a shower of locusts, 
millions in numbers, fell in that sec- 
tion Sunday, and that the insects com- 
pletely devastated 
the 
land 
of all 


vegetation. They filled the air like a 
cloud and darkened the view of the- 
sun. The insects were yellow and 
green, with long legs and big heads.

obtain instructors whose orthodoxy is 
satisfactory to the bishops. One an- 
nual 'conference is said to have made 
complaint of two professors as being 
skeptical. There is to be a sharp 
controversy over their re-election, the 


. memorial says. It is now feared that 


the action of the bishops in refusing 
to re-elect 
one of these professors 


might come into the civil courts, an-d 
they wish the definite ruling of this 
general conference. The northern In- 
diana conference is also interested in 
securing orthodox professors for the 
denominational schools and semina- 
ries. It presented a memorial asking 
that the conference compel all the- 
ological schools to have their profes- 
sors confirmed by a majority of the 
•bishops. 


Two questions enlivened the session 


of the 
conference. 
The fact that 


copies of the Daily Christian Advocate 
had been sold on Sunday aroused sev- 
eral delegates to impassioned speeches. 
The question "of censorship over the 
columns of the Daily Christian Advo- 
cate brought Dr. Buckley's friends 
and opponents into controversy, and 
for the first time since the opening of 
the 
convention Dr. Buckley, who 


poses as a leader in every debate, was 
called from the floor by Gov. Shaw of 
•Iowa. When the vote was taken Dr. 
Buckley insisted on having the ballot 
announced, and it proved that of 602 
votes 323 were with him. His motion 
to keep all controversial arguments 
out of the Daily Advocate was carried. 
Dr. J. M. King favored Dr. Buckley's 
motion, except that he wished to ex- 
cept controversial arguments on the 
question of the teaching of theology 
In universities and colleges. The Rev. 
H. M. Hammill then made a speech 
directed' openly at Dr. Buckley, in 
•which he said: "We should not be 
compelled to vote on this question 
until we have considered it. • We are 
being compelled by the master spirits 
of this convention to vote when we do 
not know what the question involves." 


The applause that 
followed 
his 


speech indicated a revolution from the 
leadership of Dr. Buckley. 


James H. Potts of Michigan, editor 


of the Independent Advocate, said he 
was not afraid of the things that might 
get into the 
Daily 
Advocate. 
He 


thought the editors of the paper were 
competent to judge what material they 
should use. 


For the first time the Rev. John 


Lanahan, patriarch of the convention, 
was heard. 
"I thiak we need more 


• freedom," he said, "than we get in the 


official papers. In this case I think we 
should leave the questions to the dis- j 
cretion of the editors." 
j 


Gov. Shaw was successful in making 


the point that Dr. Buckley had no 
right to speak until the motion for the 
previous question had been passed on. 
•Dr. Buckley sat down, amidst applause 
from his opponents. 
It was the first 


time he had yielded the floor on a point 
of order. 


The committee on temperance had a 


long debate on the question of prayer. 
A motion was made to have certain 
meetings set aside for prayer for the 
cause of temperance exclusively. 
A 


substitute motion was to devote the 
first thirty minutes of each session to 
prayer. 
Dr. F: B. Lynch of Philadel- 


phia moved an amendment that every 
meeting of the committee should be 
opened with prayer, but no time speci- 
fied. He contended that if thirty min- 
utes were specified most of the mem- 
bers would not arrive until after the 
expiration of that time. The amend- 
ment carried. A committee was named 
to draft a temperance report, including 
Samuel Dickie, chairman, and J. W. 
pashford, secretary of the committee.
